than its present record, all are quite
agreed that it should maintain an
average of 45,000 to 50,000 for some
months to come—more likely some-
where in the forties. Since individu-
al wells, even the larger ones, have
failed to maintain a consistent flow
for more than a few weeks, it would

be inconsistent to expect the field
average to remain anywhere near
stationary for any length of time,

such as was maintained in the other
big fields.

Water encroachments will be felt
along the edges before long, but the
center of the field should remain free

Hit Operators Hard
The small independents were hard

hit by the uneconomic development of
the Lomita  area which should have
proved the cream of production.
While it is truec that the one, two,

or even four-well outfits never will
pay out, the same statement does not
hold good with the larger companies

which were well financed and held
larger acreage.
But the warning sounded at the

very outset of the Lomita drilling fell

on deaf ears, as it did at Santa Fe
Springs and Long Beach. After dev-
1ting at least portions of four big
fields here in the south by -these
uneconomic methods, it would seem
about time to call a halt.

Whether this will be done in the
development of the Rosecrans-Athens
areas remains to be seen. . Some of
the companies securing small leases
are making a determined effort to
combine them into community leases,
and while there will be no such wifd
rampage of individyal unit or syndi-
cated drilling as was witnessed dur-
ing the two years just passed, con-
servative oil men are hoping for a
more deliberate policy.
